3. Claims 1, 3-6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Japan (1 1-59746). As shown in figures 5 and 6 and as noted in the PCT search 
reports, Japan/746 discloses a one piece plastic dispenser head including two parallel 
sleeves 158, an endpiece with an outlet 156 a cross member 159 and an access 
opening closed by closure 153. In regard to claim 8, Japan discloses in figure 1 the use 
of a pusher 5 with a latch 33 that covers and secures the head 7 as claimed. 

4. Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gueret (4,773,562). Gueret discloses a one piece plastic dispenser head including two 
parallel sleeves 135, an endpiece with an outlet 123 a cross member 115 and an 
access opening closed by closure 1 14. 

5. Claims 2 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
